The State Highway Department has 


prepared 
a statement 
showing

amount of money reverting from counties 
which have failed to take advantage of 
the Good Roads law.

ers have lost a portion of their money, 
not having filed enough applications to 
consume their pro rata shares. 


According to this statement Buoks 


county has remaining to its credit, May 
1, 1905, from the apportionment of 1903 
and 1904, $20,106, and under the redistri- 
bution of the excess to counties whose 
applications exceeded their apportion- 
ment, »9,977. The total apportionment

Notices have been sent to the members 


that at the regular meeting of Hermione , 
Lodge, Mo.
